Town Captured By Insur- 


gents—Island In 


Uproar. 


Havana, Aug. 22. — The utmost ex- 


citement prevails o\er the uprising in 
Cuba. 


It is reporte* that the town of 


Gulnes. 20 miles south of Havana, was 
peacefully occupied h> a band of In- 
surgents. Gulnes is the center of the 
American truck fanning industiy, but 


There was some lighting in Havana 


province and more is expected. 
A 


detachment of rural guards encount- 
ered a poition of 
Handera's band, 


with which shots were exchanged at 
close range. One Insurgent was kill- 
ed, the others scattered, and 30 rural 
guards were in pursuit of the main 
band 


There have been many rumors o( 


fights at \arious points in the pro- 
vince of Pinar del Rio. but they have 
not been confirmed by government or 
press dispatches. However, night at- 
tacks on the city of Pinar del R^J and 
other towns continue to be regarded 
as probable. 
Government wires are 


working freely. Pinar del Rio. Conso- 
lacion del Stir and San Juan del Mar- 
tinitz were reinforced by 200 troops. 
Loyal citizens are well equipped to 
repel invasion. 


It is believed by the 
authorities 


that the revolution in western Cuba 
has reached its maximum. The gov- 
ernment and people generally believo 
the movement has reached about all 
the accessions it is likely to gain. Tho 
promptness of the government in ar- 
resting suspected leaders and plotters 
In Havana and elsewhere and in Bend- 
ing reinforcements to the disturbed 
districts had an excellent effect in 
strengthening public confidence and 
overawing sympathizTj with 
the 


movement. 


On the other hand, notwithstanding 


quiet in the Pinar del Rio region, 
peaceable inhabitants of the cities ot 
Final del Rio, Consolacion del Sur, 
San Juan del 
Martinez and 
other 


western towns are in hourly apprehen^ 
sion of attack and occupation of those 
places. The fact that probably 1,00(1 
insurgents intend to concentrate in 
the province of Pinar del Rio on towns 
inadequately guarded by amall detach- 
ments of rural gjiards, mostly Inex- 
perienced in warfare, makes the situa- 
tion grave. But as the insurgents have 
not assumed any strongly .offensive at- 
titude or interfered with trains carry- 
ing troops, horses and supplies, it is 
inferred that they are not prepared 
or lack the nerve to try fdP control ol 
the territory. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—There Is no 


disposition on the part of the state 
department to interfere in Cuban rev- 
olutionary affairs. The department is 
without information 
concerning 
tho 


unsettled condition 
in 
Cuba, aside 


from the press dispatches and the dis- 
patches from the American charge at 
Havana. The department regards tha 
island republic as fully capable of pro- 
tecting itself against 
the 
insurrec 


tionists.
